THE PRESIDENT'S DUTY TO GET 


FULL INFOMIATION, 


Opinion of Prominent People 


Set Forth. 


N, April 8.—Frederick: B. 


Coiidurt, VaD8zuelaii commissioner, diplo- 
matist aud friend of the president, is 
quoted us follows on thu recognition ol 
Cuivi: 


"Iain froe to sny<h.it I cniinot see any 


good wlilch can nccrue to us from belliger- 
ency. I allude to the first of tho two reso- 
lutions, Tvhlth declared ii-conditicm of pub- 
lic: "wiir :md rccofTEiizus Cuba us a belK^er- 
ont power, entitled co all the rights in our 
porisuud territory. 


"Under previous conditions, if the prop- 


erty of every American ciDissen. in she 
course of tho disturbances wns injured, 
we had tha power, under interuat-Lo'nul j 
lnw, to donmud satlsiuctlon from tha I 
Spanish jjovernnicnt. 
Our 
ships, our 


cojiimurcc, nil thn^ bclougcd to us, were 
fully protccf^d; und this ^viis shown when 
the Spanish govcrnmonc flred upon two oi 
one boaCs by mistake and instantly ivpolo- 
gi/<.'d. 


"But by the resolutions of coufrress wo 


aro no longer protected in thuc way. 
Wei 


recognize .Spain nnd Cubiv as belliyL-rciics, 
nod under inioraaiional law -the property 
and the lives of American citizens may 
be saci'lClced.and we ctinnoc interfere. An 
American citizen may be seized imd 
throwa into pi-ison, but we cannot pro- 
tect him. Ic ia open to the Spanish gov- 
ernmeiit to seize our ships and overhaul 
them for contraband of war. 


"Thus we must either deliver American 


lives und property over to the mercy ol 
Spain, or we must; stultify ourselves and 
go back OQ these resolutions. . Th&resolu- 
tions may certainly benefit Cuba, but they 
aro of no value to us." 


Congressmen's Opinions. 


Representncive McCrcary (Ky.),. who 


was chairman oC the foreign affairs com- 
mitteo ol the house iu the Fifty-second 
and Flft-y-third congresses, speaking as to 
tho probable action of tho president on 
tho Cuban resolutions, said: 


"Sir. Cleveland throughout his political 


career has shown'a disposition to invest!- 
pato for himself all Important public ques- 
tions. "WhLlu I have no doubt chat he will 
show great respect for the expression oi 
the senate and the house in favor ol Lha 
recognition of the Cuban insurgents aa 
belligerents—after all thac was simply an 
expression—it is true by an overwhelm- 
ioff majority of the representatives of tha 
people — action nud responsibility arc 
for him. I havu no doubt; that he has put 
himself in a position to sec lire accurate 
information as to the true condition oi 
affairs. He has ample means at his dis- 
posal for Buch an Investigation, and thai 
such an investigation will be nmde or ia 
now in progress I entertain no sort o.( 
doubt. Upon its result, taken in connec- 
tiou with the expressed opinion of con- 
gross, he will act." 


Asked as to -whether lie believed that 


ML\ Cleveland had cent an agent to Cuba, 
Mr. ilcCroary declined co commit him* 
self. "When shown a report to this effect, 
he said: "That may be simply a guess, as 
110 authority, is given, and suoh a mission 
would of course be secret," 


Senator Gray (Dem., DoL.) said: "I be- 


lieve that tho presideno will do his duty 
wlih tho can Dion and circumspection re- 
quired by the high responsibility resting 
unon him. The opinion of congress, whilu 
it may stlmuhite him to effort, to inform 
himself as to the exact situation, cannot 
relieve him of the responsibility that resta 
upou Mm In discharging JL duty which be- 
longs to the executive alone. I hope that 
he may find reasons to justify him in 
recognising the belligerency of the revo- 
lution of Cuba." 


Mr. Diugley, the chairman of the house 


committee on vraya and means, said: 
"The president ought to inform himself ol 
the exact situation oE affairs in Cuba, il 
he has not already done so. Congress had 
not acted ou official Information. Its ac- 
tion has been based largely on newspaper 
reports and upon tlie natural sympathy 
which v-'c, as Americans, have fora peoplu 
strug^linp for independence." 


Mr. Hilt, tho chairman of the house 


commiUeu on foreign affairs, said: "The 
•president's patriotism, about which there 
is uu question, would certainly dictate au-, 
quiescence iu the expressed wishes of con- 
gress an the subject of Cuba, and all 
good Americans would look with favor 
upoa an approving message from thu 
chief magistrate. I know from most re- 
liublo sources that the members of his cab- 
inet wiU certuinly advice him to pursue 
such a course." 


Senator Sherman, chairman of the com- 


niiuuo on foreign relations: "Congress 
lias done its duty iu passing the concur- 
reut Cuban resolutions. The president 
will have to determine his own policy. 
Congress migho have passed a joiuc reso- 
lui-iuu granting belligerent rights to the 
Cuban, insurgents, but it was not deemed 
expedient to thus fo'rce the president to 
aciion." 


Senator Stewart (Pop., Nov.) said: 


"Mr. Cleveland, ought to tako some action 
looking toward the recognition of the 
Cuba us. If ho does not, a joint resolution 
will be passed, if thu money powers do not 
defeat it. Spain has tho whole island 
heavily niortir£fi£<i to The RothgcliLlds, and 
iu order to protect themselves these bank- 
ers will use every possible means to pre- 
vent recognition."
